I  wish  to  report  thar  the  Board  of  Inquiry  appointed  herein 
was  convened  on  Monday,  December  18,  1972  at  9:30  a.m.  with 
Professor  S.  N.  Lederman  as  Chairman.  The  complainant,  Miss 
Ifill  and  the  respondents,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Adam  Zietak  were  pre- 
sent. xMr.  Jeffrey  King  of  Ottawa  appeared  as  solicitor  for 
the  Zietaks. 

After  the  case  for  the  Commission  was  presented  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Inquiry  recessed  the  hearing  for  a  short 
break.     Mr.  Jeffrey  King,  the  solicitor  for  the  Zieta'is 
agreed  v/ith  the  writer  that  a  prim.a  facie  case  of  discrimina- 
tion had  been  established  and  offered  to  settle.     He  agreed 
to  recommendations  which  were  approved  by  I-lr,  George  Brov/n 
and  Mr.   Ian  Hunter  and  the  complainant  and  elected  not  to 
call  any  evidence  when  the  hearing  reconvened. 

The  Board  of  Inquiry  found  that  the  Zietaks  had  contravened 
The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code  and  made  the  following  order 
which  adopted  the  recoiTunendations  submitted  by  counsel: 

First,  that  a  letter  of  apology  be  written  by  the  respondents 
to  the  complainant  within  two  weeks. 
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Second;  that  a  letter  of  assurance  be  written  by  the 
respondents  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Human  Righ'cs  Coir.mission 
assuring  the  Coramission  that  the  respondents  will  comply 
v;ith  the  Human  Rights  Code  with  respect  to  all  properties 
that  they  own. 

Third,  that  with  respect  to  all  properties  owned  by  the 
respondents  they  v/ill  give  notice  of  all  vacancies  to 
both  the  complainant  and  to  the  Commission  one  week  prior 
to  any  public  advertisement  of  such  vacancies.     This  pro- 
vision is  to  be  applicable  for  a  three  year  period  commencing 
from  today's  date. 

Fourth,  that  the  respondents  will  post  standard  Human  Rights 
Code  cards  in  some  conspicuous  place.
